It is agreed by the VEARLY MEETING, 


HAT an annual ſubſcription be ſet on foot in each county by Friends; and as large 

a ſum be raiſed as conveniently may be, for the encouragement of ſchool-maſters and 
ſchool-miſtreſſes, to be diſpoſed of in the following manner: | 7 

Let every ſchool-maſter receive for every youth under his care, whether as a boarder or 

a day-ſcholar, any ſum not leſs than Ten Shillings per annum, payable quarterly, over and 

above what is uſually received as the common price of inſtruction. In like manner let 

every ſchool-miſtreſs receive for every child under her care, whether as a boarder or day- 


ſcholar, any ſum not leſs than Five Shillings per annum, poyable quarterly alſo; or any

further encouragement that cach Quarterly Meeting may think neceſſary. 
This is to be underſiood of thoſe children only whoſe parents or friends are of the Society. ä 935 * = 


And in caſe there ſhould be no Friends ſchool in any particular county, it is nevertheleſs 
propoſed that the like ſubſcription ſhould be recommended to them. And if what they fo 
raiſe be not ſufficient to induce a maſter or miſtreſs to open a ſchool or ſchools in the ſaid 
county, or the families of Friends lie ſo remote that it may be impracticable to ſupport an 3 
{chools amongſt them; in this caſe they are to add their collection to the ſtock of ſome N Na AR] 
neighbouring Quarterly Meeting, as may be moſt convenient. | e 2

But that the benevolence of Friends may as ſeldom as poſſible be miſplaced, or continued 
to the unworthy, it is propoſed that no ſchool-maſter or miſtreſs ſhall receive this bene- 
taction, but ſuch as are approved by the Quarterly Meeting of the county in which ſuch 
ſchools are opened. EE | | 
For this end it is propoſed that every ſchool-maſter or ſchool-miſtreſs, who now teaches, 
or intends to teach ſchool in any part, and to intitle themſelves to the bounty propoſed; 
ſhall declare their intention to the Monthly Meeting, in the compaſs of which they deſign

That the ſaid Monthly Meeting take notice of the propoſal, and direct two or more 
Friends to make inquiry into the character of the perſon applying, and make report to the 
enſuing Monthly Meeting. The Monthly Meeting is then to propoſe it to the Quarterly 
Meeting, if no juſt cauſe appear to the contrary. : . 1 
Nevertheleſs it is not hereby intended to leave this permiſſion intirely in the hands of the 
Monthly Meeting. But if any maſter or miſtreſs think themſelves not kindly dealt by in 
any reſpe&, they may be at liberty to apply directly to the Quarterly Meeting, after firſt 
acquainting the Monthly Meeting with their intention. WE, | 1 
And if any children are ſent from a diſtant Quarterly Meeting to be educated in an- 
other, it is not hereby intended that the teachers ſhall receive the additional ſum from 
the fund of the Quarterly Meeting in which they reſide, but from the parents or friengts |, 
of ſuch children, without leſſening their ſubſcription to their own Quarterly Meeting, © 
And as various inconveniencics ariſe to the offspring of Friends, from the conveptation 
and example of children of different profeſſions; it is deſired that the ſchools under the 
care of Friends ſhould be preſerved as much unmixed as may be with others, 
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
